LONDON, March. 21.—(&) — 
General Montgomery’s British 
Eighth Army is “on the move” 
against Marshal Rommel in south- 
ern Tunisia, Prime Minister 
Churchill announced dramatically 
just before 10 p. m.

Soil of Reich 
Now War Zone 


LONDON, March 21.—(4)—The 
destruction wrought by American 
and British air bombings wrung 
from Adolf Hitler the admission 
today that German soil had be- 
come a “war zone,” but he de- 
clared the crisis on the eastern 


front was overcome and that the 
German nation was moving in a 
Zigantic mobilization toward “suc- 
cess until final victory.”

Russians Leave 


Belgorod After 
Violent Battles 


LONDON, Monday, March 22.— 
(4\—Russia announced today the 
loss of Belgorod, rail city 50 miles 
north. of Kharkov, and the Ger- 
man high command said its. coun- 
terattacking southern army now 
had reached the upper Donets 
river “on a broad front,” and had 
secured its communications on a 
209-mile stretch between Kharkov 
and Orel. 

Belgorod, taken by the Russians 
February 9 in their powerful win- 
ter offensive, was claimed by the 


Germans last Friday, but the mid- 
night Moscow communique record- 
ed by the Soviet monitor said the 
Red army evacuated it Sunday 
“after violent engagements.” 

On the central front the Rus- 
sians reported continued successes 
in the drive on Smolensk, and one 
Red army column also was said 
to have killed 2,000 Germans in a 
two-day fight in the Zhizdra area 
only 40 miles northeast of Bryansk, 
big German base at the lower end 
of the central front.

Butter, Edible 
Oil Sales Halt 
For One Week 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—(#) 
OPA today banned for a week the 
retail sale of butter, margarine, 
lard and other edible fats and oils 
‘which go under point rationing 
March 29. 

The government order, issued 
without advance warning, forbade 
retail buying of these ‘sods be- 
tween 12:01 a. m. Monday, March 
22 (local time) and the same hour 
March 29, when they will be ra- 
tioned along with meat, cheese 
and canned fish. 

The order was made public to- 
day at 2 p. m., central war time. 
Thus city dwellers who heard of 
it. in time could visit uelicatessens 
) and other stores open on Sunday 
| to lay in stocks ahead of the mid- 
| night deadline. However, many 
of these stores had no butter on 
'hand and only small quantities of 
lard, vegetable shortenings and 


lsalad oils. 


| An official explained that OPA, 
in timing the announcement, had 
to choose between “risking a short 
run” on the relatively few stores 
open Sunday or not getting word 
of the sales suspension to all the 
600,000 stores in the country by 
tomorrow. 

Restaurants are not affected by 
the order, and may continue to get 
butter and the other foods from 
their wholesalers. 

The Office wf Price Administra- 
tion said the suspension of sales 
was necessary because stocks of 
these foods were insufficient “to 
support heavy public buying dur- 


| rationing.” 

Prentiss M. Brown, OPA admin- 
istrator, had expressed hope, at 
the time rationing of these goods 
was first announced, that no 
“freeze” of sales would be neces- 


‘sary and called on housewives not | 


‘to hoard. 

| QPA will announce Wednesday 
the point values which will gov- 
ern rationing of the “freeze” fats 
‘and oils; as well as meats, cheese 
and canned fish. Starting March 
29, each person will have 16 points 
a week, in the red stamps of Ra- 
tioning Book No. 2, to spend for 
these products.

A lady called the Ration Counter Saturday to find out how she 
should report a violation of price ceilings which she has noticed 
twice at the same grocery store. 

If she is not certain that there has been a violation, but suspects 
one, she should contact her local county ration board where she 
can learn the correct price of the item in question. Then, if her 
suspicions are confirmed, she should report the situation to the 
price section of the Office of Price Administration which will 
launch an investigation and determine what action should be taken. 

Only through the co-operation of consumers in this way, can 
sch violations be successfully controlled.

Joseph B. Eastman, director of the Office of 
Defense Transportation, stated this week there 
would be no necessity for rationing of the war- 
burdened transportation facilities of the coun- 
try if the public will only co-operate, as it has 
done so far, by avoiding unnecessary travel and 
spreading the available travel accommodation. 

In fact, Director Eastman Said the average 
citizen can look forward to his usual vacation 
trip this year, but suggested that employers 
spread vacations for their personnel over 
several months, so there would not be too heavy 
demand in a short period. 

Trains and buses are all crowded, as every 
one who has had to travel knows. Equipment 
and facilities are strained to the utmost. If we 
are to enjoy those expected vacations all of us 
must refrain from any other travel except 
what is absolutely unavoidable. 

Rationing of travel facilities would be a 
cumbersome and costly undertaking. Director 
Eastman says his office is doing its utmost to 
avoid this. He adds, however, that voluntary 
curtailment of travel of the unnecessary variety 
is the only way such rationing can be averted. 

We are promised our chance 
at vacations if we all co-operate. It is another 
opportunity for Americans to voluntarily prac- 
tice unselfishness and adopt the habit of 
cheerful sharing of commodities and facilities 
which are limited in availability due to the war.

WASHINGTON PARADE

THE GEORGE RESOLUTION WASHINGTON, March 21.— 


In passing the George reso- | 
lution to set up a special committee on postwar policy and plan- 
ning the senate has taken a forward step to meet the vastly im- 
portant economic problems that are certain to arise with the end 
of the war. 

These problems are second only in importance to winning the 
war. Once the conflict is over millions of 
workers will be thrown out of employment. | 
In addition, other millions of our soldiers re- | 
turning from service abroad will be released | 
throughout the land and will be in quest of | 
employment to support themselves and their 
families. 

Guarantees which have been written into the 
Selective Service Act for the return of soldiers 
to their former employment will be insuffi- 
cient to meet the demands of the situation. 
Most industries now producing war goods will 
be forced to shut down their operations im- 
mediately. 

Wholesale cancellations of government con- 
tracts will force upon: industry a transition 
period of long or short duration, depending 
on what advance steps we take to meet the 
problem. During the period of readjustment 
from a war to a peace economy there won't 

be enough jobs to go around. 

Even in the great automobile industry, which promises to end 
up the war with a backlog of some 10 million orders for new cars 
—enough to keep it humming for several years—it will probably 
take at least six months to change back to peace production. 

During this crucial transition period the government will have 
to step into the picture and give some organized direction to our 
economic readjustment, or we may be confronted with temporary 
chaos on the home front. 


PLANNING COMMITTEE It was tc meet these conditions 
that Senator Walter F. George, 


chairman of the all-powerful Senate Finance Committee) offered 
his resolution to set up a special postwar planning committee. 

Other agencies, both public and privaje, are already functioning 
to the same end. At the present moment there must be a dozen or 
more government departments and bureaus which are giving con- 
sideration to various phases of the problem. 

But it is entirely appropriate for the upper branch of congress 
to establish its own postwar planning body for the reason that 
ultimately. any and all programs recommended for meeting the 
Situation must be approved by congress. 


SPECIAL FUNCTION The special senate committee, there- 


: fore, will serve the useful purpose of 
giving consideration to all postwar economic programs in advance. 
From its own studies and those of governmental and private agencies 
it will be in a position to present more expeditiously at the proper 
time a blueprint of what our future economic course should be. 

Without this there might be undue delay and confusion. It is 
highly desirable to have our plans formulated and ready for imme- 
diate execution. 

That the special committee will do a good job is attested by 
its membership. Vice President Wallace could not have selected a 
more representative group for the important assignment. 

With Senator George as chairman, the committee is composed 
of six Democrats-and four Republicans. Aside from the chairman, 
other Democratic members are Senator Barkley, of Kentucky, the 
majority leader; Senator Lucas, of Illinois, one of the assistant 
majority leaders; Senator Hayden, of Arizona; Senator O’Mahoney, 
of Wyoming, and Senator Pepper, of Florida. 

The Republican members include Senator McNary, of Oregon, 
the minority leader; Senator Austin, of Vermont, the assistant 
minority leader; Senator Vandenberg, of Michigan, and Senator 
Taft, of Ohio. 

More than any other group in or out of congress, here is the 
body of men that is destined to wield a tremendous influence in 
shaping what our postwar economic policy is going to be. The 
special committee is certain to evolve as the clearing house for all 
postwar planning. 


EXPANDED INDUSTRY Not the least of the many impor- 


tant problems to be considered is 
the question of what to do with the vast industrial expansion that 
has been brought about as a result of the war. Most of these new 
plant facilities are government owned or government financed. 
Outstanding examples are the huge Ford Willow Run near Detroit, 
the great Bell bomber plant near Atlanta, and the Kaiser shipyards 
in California and other west coast states. 

Without some government direction it is more than likely that 
these and literally hundreds of other great industrial outlays would 
be left idle to rust and rot after the war. There will be no need to 
continue them for the purpose for which they are now being used. 

Congress and the government are consequently faced with the 
task of converting them to some useful peacetime purpose. They 
must be made the sources of employment and the production of 
goods which will fit into our postwar economy. 


GOVERNMENT MUST AID Industry necessarily cannot be

Labor, which used to give orders 
to the United States congress and

ing. in the pending matter of the 
Hobbs bill, whose purpose is to re-

their records. The raid was to be made two 


hours later. 

They concluded the meeting and went their 
separate ways. 

Two hours later when the raids were made 
each of the ten houses was found unoccupied. 
Somewhere down the line, among the men 
notified to be ready for the raid, some officer 
had had someone telephone warnings. 

No matter how well selected a police force 
may be, it invariably includes a few corrupt 
officers who work with the vice and gambling 
rackets. 7 

This illustrates just one of the difficulties 
in a clean-up of vice conditions in any city 
and county. 

Atlanta has a very bad reputation as to 
vice. It isn’t theoretical. It is a factual condi- 
tion based on the number of venereal cases 

reported in the area. os sat 

The facts both alarm, worry and irritate our municipal officials. 
They know very well that vice and venereal diseases are not con- 
fined within the city limits. As a matter of fact, the county areas 


are just as bad as the city itself. 
But, unhappily, the city must shoulder the problem.

officers, eity and county, who are venal, do all they can to a 
the clean-up. They begin whispering campaigns about “inter- 
ference.” If the Army or health officer happens to be from the 
north they use that silliest of all campaigns, to wit, a damn 
Yankee is down here trying to tell us how to run our business.

The city problem is further complicated by the fact many 
physicians are now in the armed services, and health workers also 
have been called into war service. This creates another handicap, 
in a measure, for those who are fighting the prostitution evil.

si it also makes the offense of prostitution a statutory offense. 
No longer will the municipal courts grind out small fines, sending 
the girls back to the streets and joints. The cases will be more 


difficult to settle. 


All that is progress. : 
The best Pain of the bill, however, lies in the fact that it 


provides punishment for the procurer—that is, the bellboy in hotels, 
the pimp on the streets, the taxi driver who has a routine number 
of women on his list for whom he supplies customers, and the 
operator of a “call” house who supplies women to customers. — 

This new law is a good one and when it gets into operation it 
will require only mild co-operation on the part of the courts to im- 
prove the situation. Prostitution never will be entirely eliminated. 
But 80 per cent of it can be eliminated and another percentage 
will voluntarily depart for greener. pastures. 

The policeman knows what is on his beat. 

But even he gets tired sending them in for a small fine and a 
return to the old places. The new law will help the great ma- 
jority of honest officers. 

The profession of prostitution is not a glamorous one. It is, at 
best, a pitiful, sordid and relatively brief one. Our past and present 
method has been to arrest and re-arrest the poorly educated pros- 
titutes, fine them and release them. There is no other profession 
open to them and no vocational or rehabilitation program is yet 
in sight. 

The procurer should be the chief objective of any campaign. 

Prostitution cannot exist without the procurer. 

Get him and you solve your problem as nearly as it can be 


solved.

There is much snobbery about food. Since the poor usually eat 
plain and simple victuals, and fancy mixtures are usually served in 
expensive places, people who wish to be somebody are prejudiced 
against simple food and never learn how good it is. ee : 

The social climbers of Passum Hollow boast of liking cavier 
as they boast of their delight in grand opera, and no member of a 
big-town social set would dare to eat fried eggs in ublic. Hash, 
though a dish for the gods when properly assembled, has the plebe- 
jan social rank of cabbage; and a lady mindful of her social status 
feels disgraced when upper-bracket acquaintances drop in and catch 
the family with hash on the table. 

If necessity cures this prejudice, it will not affect me, for my 
taste has always been common. Moreover, I have always been a 
one-course eater, thus avoiding the danger of mixing foods that 
will not co-operate. 

There is a simple rule-of-thumb by which anybody can avoid 
dangerous mixtures. If the various victuals would cause you to 
recoil in horrir if mixed together on your plate, they should not be 
mixed in your stomach. 

The best of foods years ago was plain bread and butter, but 
such bread can no longer be found. My mother baked it, and one 
of the remembered joys of a happy boyhood was to be called from 
play to eat the crisp heel or toe of a hot loaf fresh from the oven 
with butter melting in the center of it. 

Though never a heavy eater, when I was in my prime I could 
stow away my ghare of corn-on-the-cob. All I desired was salt and 
butter and elbow room. Anything else on the table seemed a 
foolish extravagance. 

My favorite of all foods—which I never tasted till I was 25 
years old—is black-eyed peas. They must be cooked with, salt 
pork and enough water to provide lots of soup. 

My choice of evening meals, all through the strawberry season, 
is a bowl! of strawberries, with sugar and rich cream, eaten with 
hot biscuit and butter. 

I like steak, of course, but to a gravy-eater its chief function 
is to provide flavor for cream gravy—a delicacy money can't buy, 
for it is made right only at home.

What the four senators have sug- 
gested represents, I venture to say, 
a summary of what an overwhelm- 
ing majority of American public 
opinion, of all parties, believes to 
be necessary. 

Certainly nobody will object to 
the suggestion that we “take the 
initiative” in trying to form now 
an organization of the United Na- 
tions “with specific and limited au- 
thority.” 

Main Points Outlined. 

Certainly no one will object to 
point 1: To assist in co-ordinating 
and fully utilizing our combined 
military and economic forces. Nor 
ito point 2: To establish tempo- 
rary administrations for Axis-con- 
trolled areas . as these are oc- 
‘cupied by United Nations forces, 
until such time as permanent gov- 
ernments can be established. Such 
administrations will obviously be 
unavoidable, and the War Depart- 
ment is already concerned with 
planning them. 

The third point is hardly debat- 
able—‘‘to administer relief and as- 
sistance in economic rehabilita- 
tion,” and certainly everybody 
heartily favors the fourth point, 
“to establish procedures and ma- 
chinery for the peaceful settlement 
of disputes between nations.” 

The fifth point alone may be de- 
batable in its present form: “To 
provide for the assembly and 
maintenance of a United Nations 
military force to suppress by its 
immediate use any future attempt 
at military aggression.” 

This would put the senate on 
record as favoring some sort of in- 
ternational police force, provided 
we can agree satisfactorily about 
it with the other United Nations.

PRINCETON, N. J., March 21.— 
Next to Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, Anthony Eden, British 
foreign secretary, now visiting in 
the United States, ranks highest 
in popularity among the rank and 
file of Britons. 


For the last two years, the Brit- 
ish Institute of Public Opinion 
has checked at regular intervals 
the popularity of persons in the 
government as possible successors 
to Churchill should anything hap- 
pen to the present prime minister. 

In all of these studies Eden has 
been the choice of the British 
man - in - the - street to succeed 
Churchill, his dominant position 
being challenged only by Sir Staf- 
ford Cripps, who a year ago was 
nearly as high in popularity as 
Eden. In the most recent survey, 
however, there is a wide margin 
of difference. 

Churchill himself, it should be 
noted, continues to have the over- 
whelming support of the British 
populace. In the most recent Brit- 
ish Institute poll 93 per cent stated 
their approval of Churchill and his 
administration of the war effort. 

To test public sentiment on gov- 
ernment leaders besides Churchill, 
the following question has been 
put to a cross-section of Britons 
periodically by field representa- 
tives for the British Institute: 

“If anything should happen to 
Mr. Churchill, whom would you 
like to see succeed him as prime 
minister?”

Tough Fight Predicted. 


Although Rommel apparently 
was in a tight spot, military ob- 
servers predicted a tough fight to 
oust him. He is equipped with 
the latest in German armament, 
notably the 60-ton Mark VI tanks. 
These weapons reached him de- 
spite serious blows dealt Axis con- 
voys in the Mediterranean nar- 
rows between Tunisia and Sicily. 

The British Eighth Army 
reached Medinine, below the Mar- 
eth Line, on February 18. This 
last defensive outpost of the Mar- 
eth defense-in-depth belt was taken 
as Rommel withdrew the bulk of 
his troops behind the old French 
fortifications which have been im- 
proved upon by Axis engineers. 
They are about 10 miles wide, 
utilizing mountainous terrain. 


Since mid-February Montgom- 
ery has been building up supplies 
and consolidating his positions for 
the decisive battles now apparent- 
ly under way. 

Rommel has made two abortive 
attempts to delay this offensive, 
but in each case was driven back 
with heavy infantry and armor 
losses. 

On March 6 he lost more than 
50 tanks in a large-scale sortie on 
British positions, and five days 
later lost 30 more in a 
thrust against French-British posi- 
tions at Ksar Rhilane. 

His push against the Americans 
in the west temporarily was suc- 
cessful and came close to splitting 
American communications with 
the British First Army in the 
north before he was thrown back 
from the Kasserine Pass-Thala 
sector. 

Major General Lloyd R. Freden- 
wall, commander of the U. S.

Raymond Gram Swing, and William Allen White. Perhaps this 
gentleman in congress would like to hear the stories that some of 
these share-croppers tell, not just the poor Negroes, but some of 
his own white people. I hardly think he would approve of these 


conditions. 


Since they exist, I think we had better set ourselves to correct- 
ing them. That is the mature way to approach all undesirable situa- 
tions. Of course, if he approves of them, then I can well understand 
that he does not wish to have them mentioned. 

Hitler’s propagandists can make far greater use of things that 
are wrong and which we do not try to correct, than they can when 
we try to improve conditions. This member of congress is evidently 
not reading some of the things which the German propagandists 
have said about situations which have occurred in this country,

Of course, all of 
them do keep on with their as- 
Signed tasks; but Mrs. Dumas 
is one of the steadiest and most 
cheerful of the workers seated 
around the long tables in the 
workrooms.

We stopped about 500 yards 
away, yelled, and waited. At last 
there was a shout from far off. 
We shouted back, “Les Ameri- 
cains,” then could see two figures 
start toward us. Two of us went 
out to meet them. You proceed 
cautiously in the desert at night 
when you’re within half an hour's 
drive of the enemy. 

The place turned out to be a) 
French garrison, as we had 
thought. And they acted just as 
they had at the other French post 
—anything they had was ours. The 
commandant was a tall, thin fel- 
low with long hair, who looked 
like a poet. We didn’t know for 
a long time that he was the com- 
mandant, because he wore a civil- 
lan topcoat. 

Part of Garrison. 

He and the one American of- 
ficer with us went off to another 
part of the garrison to see about 
our sleeping quarters, and the rest 
of us hung around a big mud- 
walled corral which turned out to 
be the stables of the camel corps. 


The Arab cavalrymen, or what- 
ever you call camelback soldiers, 
gathered: around in the moonlight 
and smiled at us and tried to talk. 
An old camel hobbled past, and 
I said, “Look, there’s a three-leg- 
ged came). It must have lost a 
front leg in an accident.” 

It wasn’t until next day that we 
realized the Arabs had merely 
hobbled the camel by bending its 
leg and lashing one foot up to its 
foreleg. 

The Arabs had a tiny black bur- 
ro that was a pet. It wasn’t any 
bigger than a dog, and just stood 
around among us looking sadly at 
the ground, waiting to be scratched. 

Tiny Animal. 

The soldiers were astounded at 
such a tiny animal, and all of us 
took turns picking it up in our 
arms to see how light it was. The 
truck driver jumped into his cab 
and- came out with some cube 
Sugar, and from then ‘on he was 
the burro’s man. 

After a while the French said 
everything was arranged, and we 
all walked to another building. 
They turned over_one big empty 
room with a tile floor for the sol-} 
diers to sleep on, and then insisted | 
that the one officer and myself | 
have supper with them. It was' 
late at night, but apparentl: they | 
eat late on the desert. | 

The American officer was the 
kind all the mechanics call by | 
his first name, and he would have | 
preferred to eat and sleep with| 
them, and so would I. But we) 
talked it over with the enlisted | 
men and decided it would be a/| 
breach of etiquette if we didn't 
accept the invitation. | 

French Officers. | 

There were eight French offi- | 
cers and we two Americans at'| 
dinner. The French were dress- | 
ed in all sorts of half-military get- | 
up. Apparently they’ve had no/'| 
new supply issues since the fall | 
of France, and they wear what-| 
ever they can get their hands on. | 
They apologized for not having | 
any wine with the meal. Hadn't 
had any for months. | 

We ate at a long, bare, wooden 
table. The room was lighted by 
a dim bulb hooked to a battery 
they'd taken off one of the wreck- 
ed American planes. Candles were 
used in other rooms. One of the | 
otficers spoke a very few words 
of English, and that was-our only | 
avenue of contact with our hosts. | 

We had a delicious omelet for | 
an appetizer, and then a stew of 
vegetables and what was either 
goat or camel meat. The French 
can make anything taste good. 

Just as we were finishing, one 
of the Frenchmen said “Shhhh,” 
and cocked his ear. We all ran 
outside, and sure enough we could 
hear German planes high in the 
sky, bound for a night bombing 
of some of our friends. 

Slept in Beds. 

Some of the French officers | 
slept in beds, some on the con- | 
crete floor. They made room for 
our two bedrolls on the floor, and | 
the next thing we knew it was 
deylight. 

Frenchmen*don’t eat a regular 
breakfast, so next morning they 
came out and watched while we 
cooked our breakfast over smal] 
cans of burning gasoline. ‘3
